OUR DC VISIT WAS productive as always 
with meetings with Congressman Buck 
McKeon, Congressman Kevin McCarthy, 
and a staff member of U.S. Senator Dianne 
Feinstein. We discussed the importance of 
EAFB, and protecting its airspace from 
encroachment, as well as developing a cor- 
ridor for the 6 miles between EAFB and AF 
Plant 42, among many other talking points. 

While in DC, we visited contractors 
Boeing, Northrop Grumman and Lockheed 
Martin for briefings on the F-35, F-22, C-17 
Global Hawk, B-2 modernization, and re- 
motely piloted aircraft.

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California districts to be redrawn

Dear Dianne, 

As you are aware, the redrawing of Congressional, Board of Equalization, Assembly, and Senate political districts takes place im- 
mediately following the census, every 10 years. For the first time, California's districts will be drawn by a redistricting commission 
made up of 14 citizens, as opposed to being drawn by the legislature, as has occurred in the past. This commission is holding public 
hearings to allow community members to have a say as to how their communities should be apportioned. 

The commission must adhere to the following conditions: districts must be of equal population to comply with the US Constitu- 
tion; districts must comply with the Voting Rights Act to ensure that minorities have an equal opportunity to elect representatives 
of their choice; districts must be contiguous so that all parts of the district are connected in some way; districts must respect the 
boundaries of cities, counties, neighborhoods and communities of Interest, and minimize their division, to the extent possible; 
districts should be geographically compact, that is, have a fairly regular shape; where practicable each Senate District should be 
comprised of two complete and adjacent Assembly Districts and Board of Equalization districts shall be composed of 10 complete 
and adjacent State Senate Districts; districts shall not be drawn to favor or discriminate against an incumbent, candidate, or politi- 
cal party. 

A new congressional district will be 702,905 people. Board of Equalization districts will be targeted at 9,313,489; Senate districts at 
931,349; and Assembly districts at 465,674. (The Antelope Valley has a population of about 375,000 which constitutes a little more 
than half of a congressional district.) One condition the commission must consider, and which I strongly support, is keeping in tact, 
counties, cities and communities of common interest. It is unlikely, that the Antelope Valley will be part of a congressional district 
that extends beyond the borders of Los Angeles County. I believe this is an important condition given the Antelope Valley is cur- 
rently split between two congressional districts, and in the past has been divided among five congressional districts. That process 
weakens the valley's ability to be a strong influence with just one member of congress. 

Most importantly to you I would say, is the condition where the commission will try to keep communities and cities of similar inter- 
est together. Obviously, we can agree that Palmdale and Lancaster are of similar interests and should not be in separate Congres- 
sional districts, as they are now. 

Based on these criteria, the only logical solution would be for the Antelope Valley to be in the same Congressional District as the 
Santa Clarita Valley. Combined, these two valleys have a population total of roughly 630,000 which would make up the bulk of a 
Congressional district, and allow our community to have a strong unified voice. Looking at our economies, values, population, chal- 
lenges, and community resources, I'm sure you would agree that these two valleys fit the description of "communities of similar 
interest." 

Having represented portions of the Antelope Valley since first taking office, I know these communities extremely well, and I am a 
strong advocate at the Federal level. As Chairman of the Armed Services Committee, I am extremely knowledgeable of the impor- 
tance of the defense and aerospace industries, which are the largest employers in the Antelope Valley, and a significant employer 
in the Santa Clarita Valley. 

My concern is that these communities of strong similar interest, would be weakened, thereby denying their ability to be an effec- 
tive advocate for our communities. I urge you to be united as a community, to reach out to the Santa Clarita Valley, and advocate 
to the Redistricting Commission, your desire to be one congressional district.

Ready Rating also encourages businesses 
and schools to promote personal prepared- 
ness efforts among employees, students 
and families. A recent Red Cross survey* 
showed that 5 1 percent of Americans have 
experienced at least one emergency situation 
where they lost utilities for at least three 
days, had to evacuate, could not return home 
or communicate with family members or 
had to provide first aid to others. Although 
89 percent of those surveyed believe, it is 
important to be prepared for emergencies, far 
fewer are actually taking the steps necessary 
to prepare.
